What is a balsa tree? 


Centuries ago giant balsa 
trees stood on the western 
Supes from _the Andes to—the 
edge of the sea. Now the lower 
forests are stripped; and balsa 
woed is found only in cultivated 
piantations and  hard-tofind 
pldees among the lofty moun- 
tans f 

The balsa tree is.a giant of 
tvorical rain forests and a 
native of the New World. It 
crows in parts. of the West 
Indies and in steamy jungles on 
thé western slopes ftom South- 
ern Mexico to Northern 
Venetuela. Most of ‘the balsa 
wdod for the. world market. is 
fotested from Ecuador, and 
Costa Rica’— and there is far 


' too httle to fill the needs of the 


modern world. 

The giant trees of the jungle 
Kft their. leafy canopies hich 
adove the ground. Their -boughs 
are festooned with tangled 
vias, decked with gaudy or- 


chids and often patrolled by 
prowling jaguars. The . stately 
balsa shares the crowded forest 
with coconut and banana trees, 
with precious. mahogany - and 
twisted mangos. Its-—smooth, 
rounc trunk stands tall and very 
straight, lifting its. leafy head} 
above the cluttered jungle, Its 
evergreen leaves are shaped 
like large handfuls of -outspread 
fingers, and balsa flowers look 
like big white vases. 

The dried wood of the balsa 
trunk is strong and lighter than 
eork.-TheIndians-used-to-make? 
rafis that floated them miles 
acrss the Pacific. Balsa wood 
refuses to sink. It also has 
imsulating - qualities and 
resiliency. 

The lightweight wood still is 
used to make rafts and life 
preservers. It also is used to 
line the compartments of pas- 
senger planes” and fo make) 
other aircraft parts when 
weight economy is important. 


Balsa Wood Has Many Uses — 


The insulating qualities of 


halsa wood work to keep out 


heat and cold. It is used to line 
clétcken incubators and cold 
sigrage rooms, refrigerated 
tracks and box cars. Its ‘resili- 
eney. makes it spring back into 
Si~pe after being banged and 
tugmped. Pads of balsa wood are 
paced under vibrating ma- 
clinery and slats of it are used 
te pack*furniture and other 
itéms ‘needing the protection of 
a weliable shock absorber.
